While challenging the unnecessary, environmentally destructive project on multiple 
fronts, SELC has also been documenting the profound human costs of building the 
Atlantic Coast Pipeline. With a team of filmmakers, we’ve been talking with the people 
who live in the pipeline’s path, and today, with the launch of lnThePath.org, we present 
their stories.

For the 
Harrises, it was when Dominion told them they would be bulldozing just behind their 
kids’ swing set, despite the parents’ objections. For Hazel Palmer, it was when she 
realized the pipeline developers could sue her for not letting them survey her property, 
but she couldn’t sue them for taking land she wasn’t interested in giving up.
